Board of Managers shall have a discretionary power to act as they shall judge most for its interests ; 
still subject, nevertheless, to the control and direction of the General Meeting of the Propj-ietors.” 

In the exercise of the discretionary power thus vested in them, the Board of -Managers has 
uniformly admitted Ministers of various denominations as proprietors, in virtue of subscriptions 
contributed from their congregations for that purpose, if of the amount of £. 21, the sum required 
by the Act of Incorporation to constitute a proprietor; and tlieir conduct in so doing has never 
been disapproved by any General Court of Proprietors.
